The Turks axq in h Pod pliglit. Tho 
cutting of Osman's cotumunicntions is not 
of as maoli importia'co us the faut which 
begins to ataro tho world iu tho fnco tliut 
the Turks arc becoming txhuuated. The 
beet flgbliug material on tho globo can 
effect nothing if thoy are underfetl, baJly 
clothed and out of ammunition. Tho lUis- 
Biana have largo resources of mou and 
money. Exporioiioo has enid)led them to 
repair the miMakcs that marked their tac- 
tics in the summer cami'uigu. Poor goD- 
erftls ha-vo been weeded out. Tho soldiers, 
nt first soft and green, have eeasoned 
tinder fire, and the sadly thinned ranks 
are filled as rapidly as depleted. These 
are advantages that the Turks do not eu- 
ioy. Their limited resources are strained 
to tbe utmost touiaou, aud supposmR 
their armies now lu the field to bo des- 
troyed or captured, can thoy replace thorn 
■with fresh levies? We fear that the 
Turkish outlook is very dospondeot aud 
l^hut the pre^ent or tho next cunpaign will 
find them compleiel.v oxhausied mid un- 
able Jonger to continue tho btriiggle 
against overwhelmniug uumbers. Sulci 
man Pat-ha, who conf lonts the Czarowiicli 
on the river Loin. 35 miles east of Plevna, 
mav give a good' aooount of himself in the 
battle that is believed to he iuimiuent. 
The superior figlitiug abiiiiiosot tho lurks 
bavo been proved on many a hardfonght 
field. But, as wo have aheiuly remarked, 
the question is one of resource. Pub- 
ho attention is drawn from Acia Miuor 
and the disaster to Turkish arms there 
to threatened disasters on tlie Daaube, 
but the RussiauH an- putting forth- every 
exertion to reach Ezeroum before deep 
snows set in to obhtruct tlio mouutiim 
passes. It is barely pc fible that the 
Eussian armies now operating in Asia 
may be the first to thunder at tho walls of 
Coustantinople.

The circumBtaneos attending the death 
of the junior member for Kootenay, which 
oconrred at Hope on Friday, formed the 
principal topic of conversation yesterday. 
Our telegraphic correspondent at Hope 
say sthat Mr. Milby was iusano and while 
in that state he fell into tho river and was 
drowned. That Mr. Milhy'a niind had 
been distraught for some weeljs was ap- 
pearent to anyone who converfed -with 
him, and the heartless manner in /which 
publicity was given to a serious indiscre- 
tion committed by him when partially 
deranged, seems to have preyed upon 
him to snoh an extent as to finally render 
him incapable of taking care ' of hiniself . 
We do not envy the feelings of certain 
men who, to serve a political purpose, 
haye hectored and badgered tho deceased 
into an untimely grave.

iug to mix with their ciders alroadv ongng- 
ed in tho engrossing pursuits of life. How 
soon amongst us, if such a people, would 
begin to develop tho desire for a univer- 
sity of our own, whore we could — to use a 
phrase erstwhilo iu vogue here, — "Grow 
our own Governors," Ac, &c., &c. In a 
laud like ours, rich in metals and miner- 
als, geology and mineralogy should bo 
generally studied and should form a pro- 
minent portion of the scholarship curri- 
culum. , ES AVANT TODJOTJBS.
